Big Loss in Drive 


The Reuter correspondent sends the 
following dispatch from the Press 
Camp, British army in France, under 
date of July 8th: 

“It being a week ago today since 
the British offensive developed, the 
occasion is opportune to review the 

rogress made. We have-pushed in 
the. German salient between Albert 
and the Somme to an extreme depth 
at the point of our greatest advance 
of about three miles. We hold the 
villages of Montauban, Fricourt and 
Mametz and are well’ across the 
fringe of Contalmalson. At various 
intervening points of tactical import- 
ance our line is firmly established. 

“We have taken upward of 6,000 
prisoners, 21 guns, 51 machine guns, 
a large number of automatic rifles, 
trench mortars and other military 
booty. 

“The enemy is known to have suf- 
fered terrible losses, For example. 
the third division of the Prussiart 
Guards brought up as reinforcements, 
have been so depleted that the rem- 
nahts of the corps have been. with: 
drawn as no longer war-worthy for 
the time. Prisoners say . that the 
morale of these guards is badly 
shaken, this applying-equally bs ee 
officers.
